Summary of Record of Interview Requirements

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.11 1, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademari^ Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Note: Agreement as to allowability Is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary.

The patent applicant, Dr. Fitzmaurice, conducted a demonstration by showing a graphical user interface using a pen 
stylus and a tablet PC that displays a mouse graphic (12) having the appearance of a computer mouse that includes 3 
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buttons (18, 20 and 22). a tracking cursor (16). and a tracking boundary (30); which are activated or controller by a pen 
stylus input device using pen events and pen cursor (40) as illustrated in figures 1-35. 



Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Agreed that the attorney and the examiner disagree in the rejection of claim 15 under 35 USC 102(b. as being 
anticipated by the Sciammarella patent. The examiner has given broadest resonable interpretations for the claimed 
terms "a dragable graphic" and "an input cursor", which have no written description support in the specification: and 
they are objected as recited in item 2 of the Final action mailed 9/26/06. Further, the demonstrattion shows that the "a 
dragable graphic" is moved by the control of the pen stylus, not by "an input cursor" as claimed in claim 15. 

The rejection of claim 15 is therefore maintained. Awaiting a formal response to the final Office action from the 
applicant.
